the governinent’s abandonment of the 
proposed Singapore naval. base in 
which the government was sustained 
by a majority of 76, said: “What are 
the facts regarding consultation with 
the Dominions? ‘The day the bnper- | 
fal Government decided to spend my 
more money in Singapore they wired 
that decision to the Dominions. Not 
only was it on record, but certain 
Dominion ministers, without men- 
tioning names, were in this country 
when we came into power and dis- 
cussed the guestion of the Singapore 
naval base with us. 


“So do nct be under any mi-under- 
standing concerning the government 
not knowing the views of the Domin- 
fons on the matter. I want to put it 
to Friend Amery (Lieut.-Col. L. C. 
Amery, former First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty). Does he seriously suggest 
that it is insulting the Dominions for 
the government to take the course it 
is taking in this matter?” 

Mr. Thomas said he was quoting 
Canada as saying “quite di-tinctly” 
at the conference: “So far as we are 
concerned we express no opinion.” 

The colonial secretary also quoted 
@ mesasge from the Australian 
“ Labor. party to the Brilish Labor 
party as follows: “We are entirely op- 
posed to Premier Bruce committing 
Australia to the Singapore scheme.” 

The New Zealand Labor party, Mr. 
Thomas added, wired: “We heartily 
congratulate your government on 
dropping the Singapore proposal.” 

Concluding, the colonial secretary 
said: “When the British public are 
told that there is a unanimous Aus- 
tralian and New Zealand opinion on 
the Singapore scheme as they have 
been told today, they are entitled to 
hear the ‘other side.”

SUGGESTED FOR 
BUDGET SPEECH 


Ottawa, Ont.—The wish of the gov- 
ernment to expedite business because 
of the late opening of pariiament, to- 
gether with the uncertainty in bust- 
ness circles that precedes the budget 
announcements, suggest the likelihood 
of the budget speech before parlla- 
ment takes recess for Easter on April 
16. Possibly budget day may be the 
15th, but the acting minister is not 
in a position to make a definite an- 
nouncement, 

In speaking to the manufacturers of 
agricultural implements a few days 
ago, the Premier denied any purpose 
of singling out their particular indus- 
try in any tariff changes that are 
made.
